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Move In 


As late August hits South Mountain, students return back to campus for the start of a 
new academic year. For some of these students, it is their first time ever on Lehigh’s campus. 
This is Move In, the first event of orientation. 

In order to help the new students get acclimated to their surroundings, returning Lehigh 
students from various backgrounds chip in to help move the first years into their new dorms. 
These students come from organizations around campus including athletic teams, orientation 
leadership and Greek life. Each organization was given a shift of two hours to help move as 
many students as possible into their new living arrangements. The system allows for parents 
to sit back as college kids briskly move clothes, lamps, clocks and other dorm necessities into 
singles, doubles or triples.

Each class that is currently enrolled at Lehigh 
has its flag flown in the Alumni Memorial Building. This year’s flag was presented by Charlie 
Lieb ’70 and given to first year Morgan Comiscac, who is a legacy at Lehigh.

Founder's Day 


A Lehigh tradition since 1879, Founder’s Day is a celebration that embodies everything that 
is meaningful to the University, starting with the most important: the school’s inception. In 1865, 
Asa Packer, president of the Lehigh Valley Railroad, donated $500,000 to found Lehigh Univer- 
sity-the most generous gift to any educational institution at that time-in hopes of contributing to 
the “intellectual and moral improvement” of men in the Lehigh Valley. Packer passed away in 
May of 1879, and so the first Founder’s Day celebration took place that October. 

The annual celebration is used to praise Packer’s impressive and generous legacy as well 
as the current leaders and accomplishments of Lehigh today. The day starts with a ceremony 
held in Packer Memorial Church, where the president of the university will address the crowd 
with Lehigh’s accomplishments, integrity, upcoming goals, and other topics. The pews are filled 
with alumni, faculty, students, trustees, and the like. Following the university president, both a 
graduate and an undergraduate student will address the gathering with their own Lehigh experi- 
ence and goals. Any awards or honors for faculty and staff are recognized at this time, as well as 
introductions for any new faculty joining the Lehigh family. 

Back in the day, friendly competition took place after the ceremony between the fresh- 
man and sophomore classes, facing off in games such as football and tug-of-war. Nowadays, the 
ceremony is followed by a rally on the lawn, led by the Marching 97 band, where everyone can 
mingle and enjoy each other’s company. 

Though each Founder’s Day praises current accomplishments made, new goals for 
the future, our amazing faculty, and our senior student leaders, its core will always celebrate our 
founder, Asa Packer, and the strides he made to make Lehigh University possible.

The Rivalry 152 


Despite already claiming the Patriot League Championship and coming off a bye week, the Le- 
high football team defeated Lafayette by a score of 45-21 in the 152nd edition of The Rivalry at Lafay- 
ette College’s Fisher Stadium. 

The first quarter was a slow one with no scoring until the final three minutes. Junior Troy Pelleti 
er opened the scoring on a 16-yard reception from Senior Nick Shafnisky. From there, Lehigh would go 
on to score ten more unanswered points. Junior Gatlin Casey caught a touchdown pass and Sophomor 
kicker Ed Mish added a 30 yard field goal to put Lehigh up 17-0. Lafayette would answer with their 
first TD of the day, but Lehigh would tack on another 14 points to end the half. Shafnisky and Sopho- 
more Dom Bragalone both added short TD runs to push the lead to 31-7. Lehigh’s defense had a big 
stop to end the half, holding the Leopard offensive to no points despite them being inside the five yard 
line. Senior LaQuan Lambert made the final tackle of the first half. 

The second half started the same way the first half ended. Lehigh quickly added another 14 
points to their total. Pelletier caught another pass from Shafnisky and Junior Nana Amankwah-Ayeh 
added a rushing touchdown to increase the lead to 45-7. Lafayette would add a touchdown in the third 
and fourth quarters, but it was not enough to catch up to the Mountain Hawks. 

Shafnisky was named the player of the game for the second consecutive year after throwing for 
268 yards and three touchdowns. He also added 27 yards rushing and a rushing touchdown. He is the 
ninth two-time most valuable player in The Rivalry history. This was Lehigh’s second consecutive ri- 
valry victory and their sixth in eight attempts.

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Football 


Record: Overall 9-2, Patriot 6-0 


The Mountain Hawks have a lot to be proud of after this past season. After losing their 
first two games of the season they went on to win nine straight consecutive games, recording 
6-0 in the Patriot League and a final overall record of 9-3. They ranked 18th in the FCS Coach- 
es Poll and 21st in the STATS FCS Top 25, earning a spot in both these major polls for the 
first time since 2012. Head Coach Andy Coen was named Patriot League Coach of the Year and 
senior quarterback Nick Shafnisky was named Offensive Player of the Year, along with eleven 
other Lehigh players that earned All-Patriot League awards. 

The glory the team saw this past fall is a sharp contrast to what the program experi- 
enced in the past two years. At the end of the 2014 season, the Mountain Hawks had finished 


with an overall record of 3-8, and were soundly beaten by rival Lafayette at Yankee Stadium 


for their 150th rivalry game. The 2015 season saw improvement with a 6-5 record and a win 
against Lafayette, but still no spot in the postseason playoffs. So when Lehigh lost their first 
two games of the 2016 season, one would not have suspected that they would have the stellar 
season they did. 

The Mountain Hawks went on to win the rest of their games in the regular season, 
which made them perfect in the Patriot League. They finally earned a berth in the playoffs 
against the University of New Hampshire, though they lost 21-64. In the 152nd Rivalry meeting 
between Lehigh and Lafayette, the Hawks went on to defeat the Leopards 45-21 on their own 
turf. Lambert claimed that this was by far the best game of the season. 

“Two weeks prior to the rivalry game we won the Patriot League Championship and 
were given a bye week,” Senior Laquan Lambert said. “Media outlets predicted it would be a 
close game, few even stating that they thought Lafayette would pull out an upset because we 
were still likely riding high from becoming champions. Little did they know, our focus quickly 
shifted to preparation for, what is in our eyes, ‘the best rivalry in college football.” 
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Men's Soccer 


Record: Overall 7-10-1, Patriot 3-6 


Despite being defending Patriot League Champions, the men’s soccer team struggled 
to maintain the form they had in the prior season, leading to a disappointing 2016 season 
for the Mountain Hawks. 

The season started off well with a 1-0 victory on the road at James Madison. The 
team would lose their next three contests before winning again on the road against Fair- 
leigh Dickinson. Lehigh would head into the Patriot League season with a 1-1 double over- 
time game tie against Pennsylvania. 

The Brown and White would drop their first two Patriot League contests on the 
road against Holy Cross and Colgate. They did however sneak in a win against Saint 
Francis in between the two league matches. The team would respond by knocking off the 
Naval Academy by a score of 2-1. Unfortunately, the team could not start a run of success 
as they dropped their next two games against Army and Loyola (MD). The Hawks would 
stop the losing skid at two by defeating Fordham in the Bronx by a score of 2-1. The team 
then came home and defeated Boston University. The Lehigh squad would close out 2016 
by taking one of their final three games. They were knocked off by Lafayette and Ameri- 
can, but they split up the two losses by beating Bucknell on the road. 

Lehigh was captained by seniors Danny Gonzalez and Justin Worley. Worley was 
named to the 2016 First Team Senior CLASS Award All-American for Division 1 soccer. Worley 
was also named to the Third Team All-Patriot League and the Academic All-Patriot League 
Team. Joining Worley in academic success were eight other members who were added to 
the Patriot League Academic Honor Roll. Other important distinctions were given to Senior 
Jacob Gottwald as the team’s Scholar-Athlete and Junior Kevin Klinkenberg took home the 
Coaches Award. Sophomore Mark Forrest was named the Athlete of the Year for men’s soccer. 
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Women's Soccer 


Record: Overall 11-5-2, Patriot 5-3-1 


The Lehigh women’s soccer team enjoyed their most successful campaign since 2010. 
The team finished third in regular season play, but dropped their playoff match against Lafay- 
ette to end their season. 

Defense defined the team as they did not give up a goal until their eighth game. The 
Hawks started off the season with seven straight victories after an opening night, double over- 
time tie against Monmouth on the road. From there, the team outscored their opponents by a 
margin of 16-0 on their seven game winning streak. 

In Patriot League play, the team started with a 1-0 victory over Holy Cross before giving 
up their first goals in an overtime loss to Colgate in New York. Navy continued the team’s woes 
by defeating the Brown and White. Lehigh then beat Army before tying at Loyola (MD). The 
Hawks would drop another league game at home against Boston University before going on 
another winning streak to end the regular season. The Mountain Hawks won the first edition 
of the rivalry against Lafayette by a score of 1-0 on the road. They then went to Bucknell and 
defeated the Bisons by a 3-2 score line. They beat American to end the regular season at home 
by a score of 1-0. Unfortunately, the season ended in the second edition of the Le-Laf rivalry as 
Lafayette won 1-0 in double overtime in the Patriot League Quarterfinals. 

Lehigh placed four on the All-Patriot League teams. Juniors Adrian Vitello and Alyssa 
Riporti were named to the First Team. Senior Tori Pantaleo and freshman Sam Miller were 
named to the Second Team. Junior Amanda Stratton was named to the Academic All-Patriot 
League Team. Vitello and Riporti were also named to the NSCAA All-Region Third Team. Pan- 
taleo was named Athlete of the Year for the team, and Stratton was given the Scholar-Athlete 
award for a second consecutive year. Senior Madeline Walsh received the Coaches Award. 
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Volleyball 


Record: Overall 13-17, Patriot 8-8 


Despite a successful 2015 season, the 2016 Volleyball team found the season to be a 
struggle as they finished below .500 on the season and fifth in the Patriot League. This team 
was destined for growing pains as they only returned two seniors from a team that made it to 
the Patriot League final last year. 

The season started with four tournaments. Three were on the road and one, the Cross- 
town Invitational, was at home. In the CCSU Invitational, the team picked up one win against 
Iona. At the home tournament, the Hawks defeated Saint Peter’s and Fairleigh Dickinson. On 
the road at Alabama, the team struggled and dropped all three matches. In the final tourna- 
ment, the Panther Challenge at Pittsburgh, the team beat Robert Morris in their only victory. 

Despite the early struggles in tournaments, the team rattled off four straight victories to 
open Patriot League Play. The Hawks swept Lafayette and Loyola (MD). They also added two 
3-1 victories over Navy and Bucknell. They were then swept by Colgate and American, ending 
the winning streak. The Brown and White responded by winning three of their next four, includ- 
ing a second victory over Lafayette, in a 5-set thriller in Easton. 

The team struggled after their second win against Loyola (MD). They dropped five of their 
final six games. The team suffered defeats to both military academies, Bucknell, Colgate and ; 
Holy Cross. The bright spot in that run was a straight set victory over American. It was Ameri- 
can’s only Patriot League loss this year. | 

Sophomore Megan Polak was named to the All-Academic team and eight other Hawks : 
were named to the Patriot League Honor Roll. Sophomore Emily Develle was named Athlete of re 
the Year, Polak took home the Scholar-Athlete Award, and Freshman Emily Poole was selected i 
for the Coaches Award.

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Field Hockey 


Record: Overall 6-11, Patriot 2-4 


The Mountain Hawks made incredible strides this past fall in more ways than 
one. Though they finished with a record of 6-11, other more important numbers spoke 
volumes about how their season played out. The team recorded the most home wins 
since 2004 and most wins overall since 2011. They had their highest RPI-rating per- 
centage index, used to rank a team based on wins and losses and strength of schedule, 
since 2007. At one point in the season they held a four-game winning streak, the longest 
they've had since 1986. 

Lehigh was able to start fresh at the beginning of the 2016 year when they an- 
nounced a new head coach, Caitlin Dallmeyer, in March. Dallmeyer had spent her last 
five seasons at Dickinson College, where she turned around a program to earn their 
highest ranking in school history in 2015. Coming to Lehigh, she wanted to make sure 
that every player, no matter their position, had a strong defensive game, making sure 
they could take on any player that came down the field. This focus on defense led Le- 
high to allow its fewest shots on goal in the last 12 years. 

The team also developed a focus on watching film, both of their opponents and of 
themselves. Being able to see oneself on camera and having the ability to rewind, pause, 
etc. allows for critical analysis on what is being done well and what needs improvement. 
It also helped the team develop a deeper understanding of the game and how to handle 
different situations. 

Lehigh started off the season with a victorious win over Rider, who they hadn't 
defeated since 2007. Though they went on to lose eight consecutive games afterward, 
they then proceeded to win four in a row, their longest streak in 30 years. 

Starting in the end of September, Lehigh went on to beat Holy Cross, Siena, 
Colgate, and Towson, recording shutouts against their Patriot League opponents Holy 
Cross and Colgate. The game against Colgate was especially glorious, a 6-0 shut-out that 


| turned out to be their largest win since 2004. The team also recorded three total shut- 
outs in the season, the most since 2004. 
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Cross Country 


Men's and Women's Teams 


Both men’s and women’s cross country teams saw success this year as they both finished 
in the top half of the Patriot League and top 15 in the Mid-Atlantic Regional. 

The women’s team started off the year with a 2nd place finish at the Lehigh Invitational. 
They then followed up with a victory over Lafayette. At the Ted Owen Invitational in Connecti- 
cut, the team finished third. At Lehigh’s Paul Short Run, the team finished 20th. At the Patriot 
League Championships at Lafayette, the team finished second behind Bucknell. The team had 
three runners in the top ten. Sophomore Maura Henderson finished fifth, seniors Marissa Karl 
and Amanda Ruschel finished in 8th and 10th place. Henderson was named First Team All- 
Patriot League. Karl and Ruschel were named to the Second Team. Henderson followed up her 
Patriot League race with a 14th place finish at the regional meet to earn All-Region and help 
her team to an 11th place finish. 

The men’s team started the year with a first place finish at the Lehigh Invitational. They 
then finished 4th at Pennsylvania State’s Spiked Shoe Invitational. Bolstered by early suc- 
cess, the team defeated Lafayette in a rivalry matchup. Back home at the Paul Short Run, the 
men finished 22nd. At the Leopard Invitational, the team finished first out of seven teams. Two 
weeks later, the team ran again at the Patriot League Championships in Easton. The team 
finished fourth. The men placed two on the Second All-Patriot League Team. Senior Alexander 
Fitzgerald finished 12th and junior Patrick Reilly crossed the line in 14th. At the Mid-Atlantic 
Regional, the team finished 12th out of the 22 teams that competed. Fitzgerald was the top fin- 
isher for the Mountain Hawks in 40th place. 

Lehigh’s cross country teams also placed 27 members on the Patriot League Honor Roll. 
The women had 15 on the team and the men had 12. Both teams were also named All-Academ- 
ic Teams by the U.S. Track & Field and Cross Country Coaches Association. 
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Men's Basketball 


Record: Overall 20-12, Patriot 12-6 


The Mountain Hawks made great leaps this past season on the court. They finished with 
an overall record of 20-12 and 12-6 in the Patriot League, making their second straight Patriot 
League Championship appearance. They lost their first two games to Xavier and Yale respec- 
tively, but then bounced back with a win against Princeton and a huge win against Mississippi 
State. 

That momentum led to them winning eight out of nine league games in a stretch. Though 
they lost to Boston University twice in the regular season, they were able to come back in the 
Patriot League Tournament and beat Boston in the semifinals 91-88 in a double overtime win, 
bringing them to the Patriot League Championship game for the second time in a row and 
the fourth time in the last eight years. This incredible energy traveled with them to the Pa- 
triot League Championship at Bucknell University, but unfortunately the Hawks could not pull 
through. Bucknell forged ahead 15-0 at the end of the first half leading into the second half that 
Lehigh could not answer, ending in a loss for Lehigh at 81-65. 

Senior guard Austin Price and senior forward/center Tim Kempton were the only two in 
the senior class this season, but both were big leaders on the team. Kempton won the Athlete of 
the Year Award for the third year in a row, and set a record by winning 7 Patriot League Player 
of the Week awards in a season. He was also named first team All Patriot League for the third 
time in a row, and he was a Final Five Finalist for the Kareem Abdul-Jabbar award. Price was 
named third team All Patriot League, and was one of just 30 student-athletes in the country 
named for the Senior CLASS award. Fifth year guard Devon Carter-another important leader on 
the team-won the Coaches Award and he posted a career-high of three steals in a game. 
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Women's Basketball 


Record: Overall 10-20, Patriot 5-13 


Despite a difficult season, Lehigh women’s basketball sees highlight victories over Lafay- 
ette and a trip to face top 25 team California. 

Hoping to improve on a semi-final visit last season, the women’s team opened up with 
victories in four of their first five games. The ladies knocked off East Stroudsburg, Delaware 
State, Sacred Heart and Mount St. Mary’s. The team then played in the Christmas City Clas- 
sic at home, but they dropped their only two contests. Leading up to Patriot League play, the 
Hawks knocked off NJIT before falling to Villanova and traveling to California to face the Gold- 
en Bears. The then ranked 24 overall team defeated the Hawks, but the tougher competition 
| was expected to help prepare the team for the Patriot League regular season. 

The team started slow and lost their first three games by a combined total of 13 points. 
They then dropped their next four games too, highlighted by a loss to Navy at home by two 
points. The Hawks picked up their first Patriot League win against Lafayette on the road by a 
score of 56-53. They would pick up their second win against Loyola (MD) by a score of 86-69. 
Their third victory in league play came against Holy Cross in a 80-64 victory at Stabler Arena. 
The ladies then swept the rivalry series with a 69-60 victory on senior day. The teams final 
league victory came against Colgate during the last home game of the year by a score of 83-74. 
The team was knocked out in the first round of tournament play by Loyola (MD) on the road. 

Junior guard Quinci Mann was named to the Third Team All-Patriot League roster after 
finishing fourth in the league in scoring. She also finished second in free throw percentage and 
36th in the country at 85%. She also took home the Outstanding Athlete Award. Senior Kiernan 
McCloskey was named Scholar Athlete and junior Mae Williams won the Coaches Award. 
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Swimming and Diving 
Men's and Women's Teams 


The men’s and women’s swimming and diving teams saw strong seasons with top five 
finishes for both teams at the Patriot League Championships at Bucknell in February 2-17. 

On day one of the Patriot League Championships, new school records in men’s and wom- 
en’s 800 freestyle relays were set. After day one, the men were in fourth and the women in fifth. 

During day two of the event, freshman Payton Miles took home first in the women’s 50 
freestyle race, reached an NCAA provisional mark and set a school record. Five other school 
records fell during the second day of competition. At the end of the day, the men dropped into 
fifth and the women moved into fourth. 

Day three saw more success in the pool for both men and women. While no first place 
finishes were secured, the teams set three more school records and added another NCAA pro- 
visional mark. At the end of the day, the men stayed in fifth and the women dropped down to 
fifth. 

The final day saw two champions, four school records and two more NCAA provisional 
times. Junior Meghan Thompson finished first in the 1650 freestyle and compiled a total of 
52 points during the week to finish third in the individual standings. Senior Justin White took 
home the 100 freestyle title and met the NCAA provisional time. He finished the week with 49 
points, good enough for fourth in the men’s individual standings. 

The two teams ended the season with a combined 9 All-League selections. Seniors Jacob 
Moyar and Kaitlyn Ruffing finished their careers with their fourth All-Patriot League selections. 
Moyar joined the First Team and Ruffing the Second Team. White also was awarded a First 
Team selection. Senior Kelly Carroll joined Miles and Thompson on the First Team. Juniors 
Sydney Bornstein and Julianne Koch and sophomore Courtney Ferreira earned spots on the 
Second Team. Women’s coach Rob Herb was given the Coach of the Year Award. 
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Wrestling 
Record: Overall 10-4, EIWA 7-1 


A strong regular season leads to a second place finish at the ETWA Cham- 
pionships, a top 15 finish at the National Championships and the first individual 
National Champion since 2011. 

At the EIWA Championships, held at Bucknell, the Mountain Hawks fin- 
ished in second place for the fourth consecutive year. The team was able to place 
six finishers in the top three for their weight classes. Each of those wrestlers was 
then able to secure automatic qualification to the National Championships. Senior 
Darian Cruz and Junior Scott Parker finished first in their divisions. Cruz defeated 
American’s Josh Terao 5-4 and Park bested Harvard’s Jeffrey Ott 6-2. Senior Ran- 
dy Cruz and Junior Ryan Preisch took home second place awards. Seniors Laike 
Garnder and Doug Vollaro took home third place finishes to secure their qualifica- 
tion to the NCAA tournament. Sophomore Cole Walter would be given an at-large 
bid to join the team at the tournament. 

At the National Championships in St. Louis, the team started off strong with 
a 4th place position after session one. At the end of day two, the team sat in 11th 
place and ended the tournament with a 12th place finish after the final session. 
Parker continued his success from the EIWA Championships and took home All- 
American Honors with an eighth place finish. 

The highlight of the season was Darian Cruz’s national title. Cruz went 5-0 
at the tournament after being named the #4 seed. Cruz knocked off the #1 seed 
in the semifinals during sudden victory overtime. In the finals, Cruz broke a 2-2 
tie with two takedowns in the final 25 seconds to win 6-3 over Minnesota’s Ethan 
Lizak. This was Lehigh’s 28th individual national title and the 22nd different wres- 
tler to win a title. Cruz was also named EIWA wrestler of the year. 
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Track and Field 


Men's and Women's Teams 


Both men’s and women’s teams wrapped up the season with top five finishes at the Pa- 
triot League Championship. Each team also sent one athlete to compete in the NCAA National 
Championship meet in Eugene, Oregon. 

At the first day of the Patriot League Championships, held at Goodman Campus, the 
Lehigh women’s team placed four finishers on the podium. Sophomore Kaitlyn Toman broke 
the school pole vault record as she placed third. Junior Amanda Youngblood finished second 
in the discus and set her own personal record. Freshman Hannah Patrick took home bronze in 
the javelin. Lehigh also had finishers at fourth, fifth and seventh. The 4x800 team finished sec- 
ond. For the men, senior Lucas Warning led the way with a school record in discus to put him 
in first place. Graduate student Evan Hardy took home the bronze in the 10km run. He was 
the first men’s medalist. Junior Trevor Knowles paced the competition in the first five events of 
the decathlon. 

On day two, the women took home four individual titles. Sophomore Maura Hender- 
son took home two titles. She won the 5,000m run and set a school and league record in the 
3,000m steeplechase. Senior Courtney Avery won her third straight high jump title and senior 
Sarah Cassidy became the second female in school history to eclipse the 5,000 point mark in 
her heptathlon victory. Cassidy was also named the Outstanding Female Field Performer of the 
Meet. For the men, Knowles took home his third straight decathlon title and Warning broke 
his own school record to win the shot put. The women’s team took home third place and the 
men’s team finished in fifth place. 

Seniors Avery and Warning also qualified for the NCAA Championships during the East 
regional meet in Lexington, KY. This is Avery’s second trip to the event and Warning’s first. 















Baseball 


Record: Overall 21-29, Patriot 8-12 


This year, the Mountain Hawks did more than just beat rival Lafayette once: they de- 
feated the Leopards in a series sweep of four games over the weekend of April 22nd and 23rd, 
simultaneously ending a seven-game losing streak in their Patriot League play. The first game 
ended in a close 3-2 score, followed by a clear defeat of 9-1 in the second game; this increased 
Lehigh’s win streak against Lafayette by seven games. The next day’s victories held scores of 
5-1 and 12-2, respectively, making the last time Lehigh lost to Lafayette in a regular season 
sweep in 2009. 

After that weekend, Lehigh faced Army West Point in a series of four games that would 
determine whether the Mountain Hawks would enter postseason Patriot League play. On 
Saturday-also Lehigh’s senior day- the team won game one with a score of 5-4, but then went 
on to lose game two 3-4. That Sunday would decide their fate: they needed two wins against 
Army to tie them in league play and clinch the fourth spot in the postseason. Unfortunately, 
after winning game three 16-3, Lehigh lost their last game against Army 5-8 and ended their 
path to the playoffs. 

After that weekend, Lehigh won their next game against Saint Peter’s University and lost the 
last three games to Longwood University in Farmville, Virginia. 

The Mountain Hawks ended their season 21-29 overall and 8-12 in the Patriot League. 
Four players were picked for All-Patriot League Teams: seniors Connor Donovan and Jacen 
Nalesnik for first team, as well as senior David Young and freshman Levi Stoudt for second 
team. Donovan, Nalesnik, and Young all earned Academic All-League distinctions for holding a 
3.2 or higher GPA while being a starter or key player on the team. 
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Softball 


Record: Overall 36-20, Patriot 16-2 


The Lehigh softball team had another incredible season this past spring, finishing with 
a record of 36-19 overall and 16-2 in the league. They won 17 out of 19 home games and 13 
out of 21 away games, and at one point reached a 10-game winning streak in late April af- 
ter beating Army West Point in a doubleheader. Out of their 55 games, only 18 were confer- 
ence games, so they ended up playing quite a few teams that were out of the league. 

In early May the Mountain Hawks managed to grab its sixth straight Patriot League regu- 
lar season championship in the first game of a doubleheader against Colgate University. They 
then were able to host the Patriot League Tournament the following week, where they defeat- 
ed Boston University twice to clinch their 14th Patriot League softball championship. Senior 
_ pitcher Christine Campbell pitched both of the entire games, and 27 innings for the entire tour- 
nament, leading her to be named Most Valuable Player and making the All-Tournament Team 
with fellow senior Vicky Lattanzio. Lattanzio set a record at the tournament with nine RBIs. 
Cole said that she, Lattanzio, and Campbell have been close throughout their college careers. 

“Since there are only three of us, we have been inseparable since our season start- 
ed freshman year,” she said. “We are like sisters; we even fight like sisters. We support each 
other in everything we do. This year, we have really tried to foster great team chemistry and 
make the season fun so all of our teammates feel comfortable and can perform at their best.’ 

“I think our series against Boston University was the best this season,” she said. “Boston won 
the league last year and we ended up playing them on our first weekend out at Leadership Park. We 
had recently lost a lot of games coming off our spring break trip and didn’t seem to have everything 
worked out as a team. We came out against Boston with a determination to win and played great 
altogether. All three of the victories were a full team effort with hitting, pitching, and defense. This 
weekend showed how much potential we had as a team and was a great way to kickoff league play.” 
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Men's Lacrosse 


Record: Overall 7-7, Patriot 4-4 


Despite a dominant home record, the men’s lacrosse team could not capitalize on their suc- 
cess at the Ulrich Sports Complex and ended the season as quarterfinalists in the Patriot League. 

The team started off the year with two non-conference wins against NJIT and Jacksonville 
by a combined score of 28-17. The team then traveled to North Carolina to take on the defending 
National Champions. The then ranked #2 Tar Heels knocked off the Hawks by a score of 15-8. 
Despite the loss, the Hawks notched an impressive win over the 13th ranked Princeton Tigers at 
home. The Brown and White dominated early and left with a 15-10 victory. 

The Patriot League regular season schedule also forced the Hawks into tough competition. 
In their first match, Holy Cross knocked off the visiting Hawks by a score of 14-8. The men quick- 
ly responded to their first league defeat with an 11-5 victory in New York against Colgate. Untor- 
tunately, they could not make it two in a row as the Black Knights of Army knocked off the team 
in their first home league game of the season. The Hawks then hosted their rival, Lafayette. The 
Brown and White took home a 15-7 win to claim the rivalry game. The Naval Academy hosted the 
team next and beat the Hawks by a score of 14-9. In their first match against a ranked team in 
the Patriot League, the team defeated 16th ranked Boston University at home by a score of 10-6. 
They then played another ranked team, Loyola (MD). The 19th ranked Greyhounds won the game 
14-5. Following the defeat, the Mountain Hawks wrapped up the regular season with a 9-6 victory 
over Bucknell. Unfortunately, the season ended in the Patriot League Quarterfinals with a loss to 
Boston University on the road by a score of 10-4. 

The team placed three members on the All-Patriot League Teams following the conclusion 
of the season. Sophomore defenseman Craig Chick made the first team and sophomores Andrew 
Pettit and Eddie Bouhall made the second team. Senior Cody Triolo was named to the Academic 
All-Patriot League Team. 
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Women s Lacrosse 


Record: Overall 12-6, Patriot 6-3 


Despite a strong regular season, headlined by tough games against the number seven and 
twelve teams, the women’s lacrosse team came up just short after being eliminated in the semi- 
finals of the Patriot League Tournament. 

In the first game of the season, the Hawks traveled to Pennsylvania State to take the 
number seven team in the nation. The team played tough but lost by a score of 18-9. The team 
then played the Pennsylvania Quakers, the number twelve team. Despite playing another highly 
ranked team, the Mountain Hawks dropped the contest by a score of 17-9. The team made up 
for early losses by knocking off neighbors Richmond and VCU by a combined score of 25-13. 

In the Patriot League, the team claimed victories in their first two games. They beat Holy 
Cross 10-3 and American by a score of 14-10. The ladies then suffered their first league defeat 
against Navy by a score of 16-9. They then responded with two consecutive victories. This time, 
they beat Boston by a score of 13-12 and Army with a 15-8 tally. Unfortunately, Loyola (MD) 
ended the short streak with a 12-11 victory at the Ulrich Sports Complex. Lehigh would win two 
of their final three Patriot League games to wrap up the regular season. The team defeated rival 
Lafayette by a score of 20-11 on the road in Easton. The team also beat Bucknell in Lewisburg 
by a score of 12-4. Sandwiched in between the two victories, the team suffered a defeat to Col- 
gate by a score of 13-8. The season would end in heartbreak as the team dropped a nail-biter 
decision, 9-8, to the Naval Academy in the conference semifinals. 

Lehigh placed four members on the All-Patriot League teams. Seniors Allison LaBeau 
and Julianne D’Orazio were named to the First Team with junior Kierstyn Voiro. Senior Lauren 
Beausoleil was added to the Second Team. LaBeau and junior Kayleen Kelly were both added 
to the Academic All-Patriot League Team. 
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Golf 


Men's and Women's Teams 


Strong second days at the Patriot League Championship saw both men’s and women’s 
teams finish in the top five. The men took home fifth and the women took home the bronze 
medal in third place. 

Playing at Bucknell’s home course, the Lehigh men started off the first round with a com- 
bined score of 293. In the afternoon, the guys dropped their score to a combined total of 286. 
This was good enough for seventh place after day one. Freshman Ryan Kelly and sophomore 
Billy Johns paced the Hawks by submitting two round totals of 143 which was good enough 
for 15th place. Day two saw a huge improvement from the team. The team dropped their third 
round total to 280 which was the low score on the second day. This gave the team a 54 hole 
total of 859 and a fifth place finish. Kelly shot a 68 on the final round to give him a fifth place 
finish. This earned him First Team All-Patriot League and Rookie of the Year. Hsu tallied the 
fourth hole-in-one in Championship history during his final round. 

Playing at their home course, the women’s team started off the championship with a 
combined score of 314 in round one and 318 in round two for a combined total of 632, good 
enough for third place. Senior Elizabeth McGarrigle and sophomore Reagan Jahn paced the 
Hawks with top ten scores after the first day. On day two, the team shot their lowest score of 
the weekend with a combined score of 298. This gave the team a three round total of 930. This 
score gave the Hawks a third place finish. The women also added two holes-in-one. McGarrigle 
and Jahn both hit their aces on the fifth hole. McGarrigle took home a spot on the First Team 
All-Patriot League for her third place finish and Jahn was named to the Second Team for her 
eighth place finish. Freshman Minuette Laessig took home Rookie of the Year honors for her 
16th place finish. This was the teams third Rookie of the Year Award in the last five. 
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Men's Tennis 


Record: Overall 7-14, Patriot 5-2 


Despite a rough start to the season with rough non-conference play, the men’s team 
turned it around and took a winning record in to the Patriot League Playoffs before falling in 
the first round to Bucknell at the Naval Academy. 

The men’s team challenged themselves early and often this season. They started play 
with five tournaments in the tri-state region. They then suffered defeats against Richmond, 
Pennsylvania State and Drexel before capturing their first win of the season against Delaware 
at home. The team then alternated losses and victories against Stony Brook, Mount St. Mary’s 
and Saint Francis. The team then traveled to California for three matches. The trip was high- 
lighted by a contest against the seventh ranked USC Trojans. While the team could not pick up 
any wins, they were well prepared for the Patriot League Regular Season. 

The team dropped their first league match of the year to the Naval Academy but quickly 
responded with a three match win streak. They knocked off Loyola (MD) by a score of 6-1, Col- 
gate with a score of 7-0 and Boston University by a score of 4-1. The team could not continue 
the hot streak against the Army Black Knights who came to Lehigh and knocked off the Moun- 
tain Hawks by a score of 4-1. The team would then win their final two regular season matches 
against Lafayette and Bucknell. The men swept Lafayette 7-0 before beating Bucknell by a 
score of 4-1. Despite the strong regular season success, the men lost their first round match 
against Bucknell 4-3 during the Patriot League Championships. 

Sophomore George Cooper was the only member of the team to make an All-Patriot 
League Team. He was named to the Second All-Patriot League Team and the Academic All- 
League Team. 








Women's Tennis 


Record: Overall 10-9, Patriot 4-3 


Despite an up and down regular season, including a trip to California, the women’s tennis 
team was able to put together a strong run in the Patriot League Championship that saw them 
make a run to the semifinals. 

The non-conference schedule started well for the Mountain Hawks who won three of 
their first five contests following four tournaments. The team dropped decisions to Iowa State 
and Drexel, but they responded with victories over Stony Brook, Mount St. Mary’s and Saint 
Francis all by scores of 6-1. The team then dropped a match to Delaware before traveling to 
California for two matches. The team lost both contests against Azusa Pacific and Claremont- 
Mudd-Scripps Colleges. The team would win their final non-conference match before Patriot 
League play against Villanova by a score of 5-2. 

The Patriot League Season did not get off to a good start as the team dropped its first 
match against the Naval Academy by a score of 6-1. The team would then respond with three 
7-0 sweeps against Loyola (MD), Colgate and Bucknell. The team would then lose their next 
two league matches against Army and Boston University. They dropped the first one by a score 
of 4-3 and the second by a score of 4-1. The team would win their last regular season Patriot 
League game against Lafayette. They knocked off their rivals by a score of 6-1. 

The team started the Patriot League Tournament against Colgate and won by a com- 
manding score of 4-0. The team, however, could not get past the semifinals as they dropped a 
tough decision to Army by a total of 4-2. 

Lehigh had two women take home major awards. Junior Christina Auyeung took home a 
place on the First Team All-Patriot League and freshman Sibel Can was named Rookie of the 
Year.
